As you remark, they (the Pacifie Railroad 
Companies) actually drive away the intending 
native tourists to the Continent; but this is not 
the worst of it—they deter the intending Brit- 
ish and other tourists, from coming to this coun- 
try to visit the splendid and w ul scenery 
of the West.

HOW MODERN RAILROADS ARE BUILT. 

The Rock Island Argus tells the story of the 
‘construction of two railroads in this State, with 
the circumstances of which it is familiar,—the 
Peoria & Rock Island, and the Rockford, Rock 
Island & St. Louis. The recital is timely, as it 
exposes the fallacy of the claim made by the 
railroad companies that they must earn 8 or 10 
per cent on their capital stock over and above 
the expenses of running their roads and paying 
the interest on their bonds. What is true of the 
two railroads named, is, in a greater or less de- 
gree, true of all the railroads in the country. 
Tho capital stock of railroads is fictitious to the 
extent in which the aggregate stock and bonds 
exceed the actual cost of the roads, and the 
claim that this fictitious capital should earn div- 
idends accounts, in large part, for the unreasoa- 
able charges to which the railroads adhere in 
violation of the law. 

The Peoria & Rock Island Railway Company 
was incorporated in 1867 to build a road between 
the two points named,—a distance of 91 miles. 


The declared purpose of building the road was to 


furnish cheaper transportation; and, upon this 
representation, subscriptions were obtained from 
individuals and from town and county govern- 
ments amounting to $700,000. The Directors, 
over two-thirds of whom are said to have had 
no pecuniary interest in the road, then issued 
$1,500,000 gold bonds, bearing 7 per cent inter- 
est, and made a contract with certain Eastern 
capitalists to turn over the entire amount of 
bonds and $1,250,000 of stock for the construc- 
tion of the road, furnishing the locomotives and 


The stock was to be transferred to 
the Construction Company as the work 
progressed, so that, by the time of 
the completion of the road, $1,250,000 of the 
stock, or flv ths of the entire capital stock, 
would be in the hands of the construction ring, 


who would thereupon control the corporation, 
pass upon their own work, and, as a matter ot 


course, accept it as a discharge of their part of 
the contract. In the meantime, the Construc- 
tion Company had placed the bonds on the mar- 
ket, advertised them in a manner unwarranted 
by the facts in the case, and sold them at rates 
varying from 80 to 90 cents. They were not per- 
mitted to dispose of the bonds at less than 70 
cents, and, assuming that this was the average 
price which they received, the result would be 
$1,050,000 in money. The cost of the road is 
set down as $1,000,000 at the highest. 
The ring profits, therefore, were $50,000 
in money and $1,250,000 in stock. Or, assuming 
that the stock was worth par, on which railroads 
claim that they must earn 6 high interest, the 
Construction Company, which also became the 


: owner of the road, made a profit of $250,000 in 


stock and $1,050,000 in money. Now, after 


operating the road about eighteen months, the 


Company which has made these enormous profits 
proposés to issue another million of mortgage 
bonds for the purpose of paying off the floating 
indebtedness which has-accrued, and for further 


issue shall be made, the nominal capital of the 
road will be represented by $2,650,000 
of bonds and $2,000,000" of stock, or 
$4,650,000. This would be more than three 
times as much as the road cost, including the 
additional material which it is proposed to add. 
Assuming that the earnings of the road should 
pay the 9 per cent interest on the bonds, with- 
out declaring dividends, and that it will require 
60 per cent of the gross receipts to operate the 
road, it would be necessary to earn $738,000 a 
year, considerably more than $8,000 per mile, 
and as much as the large trunk-lines earn. To 
do this, it would be necessary to increase its 
present rates three or four timesas much as 


If the road should also under- 


take to earn a dividend on its capital stock, 
over and above the payment of its interest, the 
rates would have to be further increased in pro- 
portion. j 


Peoria & Rock Island Railroad was constructed, 
that the patrons of the road are expected to pay 
an interest not only on the cost of building and 
operating a railroad, but also on the enormous 
profitamade by the Construction Company and the 
managers. It is a matter of notoriety that most 
railroads are constructed ona similar plan, and 
with similar wastefulness. The Rockford, Rock 
Island & St. Louis Road, furnishes another illus- 
tration of the same thing on a larger scale. The

The sum thus collected from the corn to pay 
the taxes on the iron, steel, paint, wood, canvas, 
horseshoes, cordage, harness, and clothing, 
amounts to 47 cents per bushel from Central 
Illinois to New York, and 52 cents to Boston. 
That tax is paid by the ¢orn and wheat, but only 
® mall portion of that tax goes into the Treas- 
ury. The corn is sold in New York for 67 cents, 
and, after paying the tax of 47, the 
remaining 20 cents is paid to the pro- 
ducer, He at once purchases with it such 
articles as he needs. His thousand bushels of 
eorn have produced him $200, and when he has 
made his purchases he finds that the money has 
been thus paid out: For woolen and cotton 
goods, for boots and shoes, for clothing, for 
tools, for atove, carpet, glassware and crockery, 
$137.50; fortaxon the articles thus bought, 
$62.50, So at the end he finds that his year’s 
labor thus foots up :

Company authorized an issue of $9,000,000 stock, 
sold as much of it as they could to the counties, 
cities, and towns on the line of the road, and 
kept enough to insure them the control. They 
then made a contract with nominally 
another company, consisting mainly of the same 
men, after the manner of the Credit Mobilier, 
for the buildifig of the road at an extravagant 
price. The next step was to issue $9,000,000 of 


7 per cent gold bonds, which were sold mostly in 


Germany for about 75 cents. Having absorbed 
all the proceeds from the sale of the bonds, and 
all the local subscriptions, the road was not yet 
completed, and there was no money with which | 
to pay the accrued interest on the bonds. The 
bond-holders found they had been swindled, but 
concluded that they would be swindled stil! 
worse if they foreclosed their mort- 
gage and took the road to operate 
it. They, therefore, concluded to surrender 
one-half their bonds, but took preferred stock 
in their place, so that the nominal capital was 
not decreased. But it is only by charging the 
highest rates for transportation that the Com- 
pany can now pay the interest on the remaining 
half of the bonds unsurrendered. 

The claim is naturally regarded as just when 
railroad managers represent that their only de- 
sire is to earn a reasonable interest on the capi- 
tal stock of their roads. But when it is thus 
shown that the bonds and stock represent three 
or four times the legitimate cost of a railroad, 
the weakness and in justice of the claim become 
apparent. It is not probable that there would 
be any formidable objection to rates which 
would represent a reasonable profit on 
actual cost; but this profit, in cases 
like the Peoria & Rock Island and the

CHIEF JUSTICE LAWRENCE. 

It may be set down as fact that any intelli- 
gent railroad official would rather have seven 
Legislatures after him than one jury. The point 
of this observation is specially applicable to the 


present anti-railroad war, in this State, in the 
progress of which the Supreme Court, in a re- 


cent decision pronounced by Judge Lawrence, 
has shown the farmers the true, sure, and lawful 
way in which they can right their wrongs. In 


nection with the judicial election, it is proper to 
inquire whether the facts in the case justify 


its first step towards righting the wrongs of the 
farmers by prescribing arbitrary rates of tran- 
sportation on railroads. Taz TnrsunEz contended 
at that time, and has insisted ever since, that 
such a measure was unwise and of doubtful con- 
stitutionality, and that the railroads could do 
nothing but resist it, because the right to fix 
rates at three cents involved of necessity the 
right to fix them at one cent or at nothing. At 
the same time it showed that the common law 
required that railroads should charge only 
reasonable rates, and that a court and jury were 
competent to decide what constituted reasonable 
rates, This view of the case has been substan- 


same timé, Tun Tarmuxe suggested the only 
feasible course for the State to pursue, which 
‘was, to clothe some body of men with the proper 
authority to prosecute every case of overcharg- 
ing at the public expense. The Legislature, 
however, took a different view of the matter, 
and in its wisdom thought it had discovered a 
shorter cut to justice, and an easier and more 
certain way of righting the wrongs of the farm- 
ers. After four years of persistence in this 
course, and after educating the popular mind to 
an untenable position with reference to the 
question, it managed to get one case before the 
Supreme Court, the result of which was that its 
law was overthrown, in form though not in sub- 
stance, by seven Judges of eminent ability and 
incorruptible character—Judges, who, it is not 
too much to say, would allow themselves to 
be hanged, drawn, and quartered rather than 
give a decision contrary to their convictions, and 


his judicial oath. 
The Legislature, having seen the folly of its 


| past course, is now wisely engaged in maturing 
a plan to carry out the principle involved in this | 


decision, namely, that all common carriers are 
obliged to carry at reasonable rates, and that it 
is for a court and jury to determine what consti- 
tutes reasonable rates, on sufficient evidence. 
It is utterly idle to suppose that any Court of 
Appeals, however far removed from the court 
and jury trying a case of this kind, would ever 
reverse the verdict of such a jury, because 
the verdict would be im accordance with 
all the rules and practises which govern juris- 
prudence, and it is equally probable, as Mr. 
Peters declared in his Princeton speech, that 
the court of last resort,—the Supreme Court of 
the United States,—would decide against any 
legislative act fixing an arbitrary rate to be 
charged by common carriers, without a trial of 
ite reasonableness. 

The farmers of Illinois are an intelligent body 
of men, and we believe, if they will give the matter 
a little serious consideration, that they will come 
to a right decision ; that they will see at once 
what the findings of juries will be when these 
cases are brought to trial; and that 
if they efamine the Donahue bill, now 
pending in the Legislature, they will 
| see that it will create a powerful and sleepless 
organization acting im their interests, clothed 
with the fullest power to prosecute cases, and as 
long-lived as the railroad companies themselves ; 
and, furthermore, that it is organized to carry 


out the very principles enunciated by Judge 


Lawrence, for the expression of which they 
now propose to displace him in the judicial 
election next June. We believe that, if they 
will give the subject serious consideration, they 
will see that their relief must ultimately come 
from the courts and juries, and can come from 
nowhere else. 

What have the farmers to gain by displacing 
from the bench a Judge who has, in the exercise 
of his official duty, pointed out to them the only 
sure way to accomplish what they desire, and 
substituting some one pledged beforehand, eith- 
er expressly or impliedly, to decide their cases 
in a way that will never accomplish what they 
desire, because his decisions would be in contra- 
vention of the well-known principles of law gov- 
erning such cases, which have been defined over 
and over again? In plain words, what have 
they to gain by electing a man pledged, directly 
or indirectly, to render decisions in their favor, 
which will not, if Mr. Peters is à true prophet, 
be sustained by the court of last resort ? 
We have too much faith in the intelligence of 
the farmers to believe that they will entertain for 
| moment the absurd proposition of Mr. Peters, 
to break down the present Supreme Court of 
the United States by adding new Judges to vote 
down the old ones, a proposition which is not 


which, if it were practicable, could not be accom- 
plished for years. Suppose, as Mr. Peters al- 
leges, Judges Bradley and Strong and others 
are prejudiced in favor of capitalists, and will 
always decide against the people, the farmers 
have to consider whether President Grant is 
likely to better their condition by adding new 
Bradleys and Strongs to the bench. And they 
have to remember that any changes in the Su- 
preme Bench affect not only themselves, but that 
the whole United States will have something to 
say about the matter. We believe the farmers 
have good sense enough to dismiss Mr. Peters 
and his ignis fatuus r 
slightest attention.

In January, 1872, a joint committee of 
Congress ‘upon the condition of the late in- 
surrectionary States called the attention of the 
two Houses of Congress to certain testimony 
taken by them, in which there was disclosed a 


of the Legislature for Clayton as Senator. The 
House of Representatives investigated this mat- 
ter, and by an almost unanimous vote ejected 


Edwards. In the Senate, the matter was re- 


ferred to committee consisting of Mr. Mor- 
rill, of Maine; Mr. Wright, of Iowa; and Mr. 
Norwood, of Georgia. Last June, this Commit- 
tee made a partial report, and in February, 1873, 
made a full report,—Mesars. Wright and Morrill 
to the effect that there was no charge affecting 
Mr. Clayton that had been sustained, and Mr. 
Norwood to the effect that Clayton had been 
elected by corruption and fraud. The reports 
and the testimony make a volume of 406 printed 
pages. Clayton was Governor of Arkansas, and 
a personal enemy of his, Johnson, was Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, and a friend named White was 
Secretary of State. On the llth of January, 1871, 


Clayton was elected Senator, but, as his resigna- 


tion as Governor would make Johnson his suc- 
cessor, he declined the Senatorship. Aftera 
very excited time, White was induced to resign, 
and Johnson accepted from Clayton the 
office of Secretary of State; State Senator 
Hadley was thereupon elected Lieutenant- 
Governor. The Legislature, then, by five 
majority, on the 15th of March, again elected 
Clayton to the United States Senate, and Hadley 
became Governor. At the first election, the 
Democrats had voted for Clayton, hoping to 
have Johnson for Governor. When this was de- 
feated by the subsequent qrrangement, they re- 
fused, with few exceptions, to vote for him. 

The testimony shows that White, who had re- 
signed the office of Secretary of State to enable 
Clayton to get rid of Johnson, received from 
Clayton @5,000 in money and $25,000 in railroad 
bonds. Johnson then received the lucrative 
Office of Secretary of State, as a consideration 
for resigning the office of Lieutenant-Governor. 

Several witnesses state, and Clayton admits 
having said so, that Clayton declared his election 
had cost him $20,000. 

It is conceded that Edwards was defeated for 


Congress by Boles, Republican, by a large ma- 


jority; but Clayton refused to issue him a certifi- 
cate, and finally issued it to Edwards, who, 
though a Demoerat, was in constant attendance 
at the Legislature lobbying for Clayton's elec- 
tion. The certificate was given Edwards a few 
| days before the second election of Clayton. 
Two Democratic members of the Legislature, 
whose seats were contested, abandoned their 
claim upon an agreement that Clayton would 
issue a certificate to Edwards. This was early 
in the session, but, the certificate not being 
issued, the Democrats united with Clayton’s op- 
ponents to impeach Clayton ; whereupon the 
certificate was issued, and the impeachment was 
abandoned. 

It appears, also, by the testimony, that five or 
more Republican members peremptorily refused 
to vote for Clayton so long as it would make 
Johnson Governor ; that, therefore, the purchase 
of White's resignation, and the appointment of 
Johnson, were necessary to his election. Pend- 
ing these measures, the Legislature passed cer- 
tain railroad subsidy measures which were ap- 
proved by Clayton, and the inference is that the 
money and bonds which Clayton delivered to 
White were part of the corruption attending this 
legislation. 

* Clayton received at the second election 42 
votes in the House and 15 in the Senate, being a 
majority of 2 in the first body and 3 in the 
latter. 

Governor Hadley, who succeeded as Governor 
by Clayton’s skillful bargain with Johnson, tes- 
tified that he appointed nineteen Representa- 
tives and six Senators who had voted for Clay- 
ton to office immediately thereafter. Thus 
twenty-five of the fifty-seven members who voted 
for Clayton were appointed at once to State 
offices which they coveted. Hadley states that 


he appointed some at Clayton’s request, and 


others because it had been agreed to do so pend- 
ing the changes which were to make Clayton 
Senator and Hadley Governor. Searles, a Dem- 
ecrat who voted for Clayton, testified that the 
latter had offered him for his vote the 
patronage of his county, 
named seven persons for county officers, all 
of whom were appointed. One of Clayton's com- 
man named White, who 
withdrew the night before the election, and said 
that he had got $25,000 railroad bonds. A wit- 
ness was authorized to offer Senator Steele a 
Judgeship if he would vote for Clayton ; he did 
so vote, and was appointed Judge. Another 
member was offered the office of Sheriff; he 
voted for Clayton, and was appointed Sheriff. 
Five cases of this kind are stated in the evi- 
dence. Other members were interested in 
railroad bills; they voted for Clayton, and theit 
bills were approved. 

Out of the various charges, three seemed to 
be sustained by the testimony: 1. The corrupt 
arrangement with Edwards. 2. The use of 
money to purchase White's resignation, and the 
appointment of Johnson, whereby he secured 
more than five Republican votes. 3. The direct 
purchase of a large number of votes by the 
promise of appointment to lucrative offices, 
which promises were executed, and by the ap- 
proval of corrupt legislation in the interest of 
other members.
